The Major-Gen. in 
that Order merely referred to what he himself observed, 
but was well aware that this regiment was most 
prominently forward on every occasion, though hap- 
pening seldom to be in the same part of the field ; he 
takes blame to himself for having inadvertently omitted 
to mention their advance with H.M.’s 90th Regt. at 
Mungluwaed, which came under his personal obser- 
vation. 

4. The time has not yet come for the Major-Gen. to notice 

the conduct of the troops subsequent to his assuming 
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command, during which period the Seik Regt. has 
been incessantly occupied on most important service, 
but they may rest assured that they, as well as all 
the corps who have, like them, highly distinguished 
themselves since, will be brought to prominent notice.

The incessant and arduous duties that have devolved on 
Brigadier Inglis and his Staff since the arrival of the 
relieving force has hitherto prevented him from fur- 
nishing the Major-Gen. Commanding the usual official 
documents relative to the siege of his garrison. In 
the absence of these, the Major-Gen. could not with 
propriety have indulged in any public declaration of 
the admiration with which he regards the heroism 
displayed by Brigadier Inglis in the glorious garrison 
he has so ably commanded during the last three 
months, and he has been reluctantly obliged, there- 
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fore, to defer so long the expression of the sentiments, 
he was desirous to offer. 

But the Major-Gen., having at length received Brigadier 
Inglis’ reports, is relieved from the necessity of further 
silence, and he hastens to tender to the Brigadier 
and to every individual member of the garrison the re- 
assurance of his confidence that their services will be 
regarded by the Government under which they are 
immediately serving, by the British nation, and by 
Her Gracious Majesty, with equal admiration to that 
which he is himself impressed. 

The Major-Gen. believes that the annals of warfare con- 
tain no brighter page than that which will record the 
bravery, fortitude, vigilance, and patient endurance of 
hardships, privations, and fatigue displayed by the 
garrison of Lucknow ; and he is very conscious that his 
unskilled pen must needs fail adequately to convey 
to the Right Honourable the Governor-General of 
India and His Excellency the Commandcr-in-Chicf 
the profound sense of the merits of that garrison which 
has been forced on his mind by a careful consideration 
of the almost incredible difficulties with which they 
had to contend. 

The term “Illustrious” was well and happily applied by a 
former Governor- General of India to the garrison of 
Jcllalabad ; but some far more laudatory epithet, if 
such the English language contains, is due, the Major- 
Gen. considers, to the brave men whom Brigadier 
Inglis has commanded with undeviating success and 
untarnished honor through the late memorable siege. 
For while the devoted band of heroes who so nobly 
maintained the honor of their country’s arms under 
Sir R. Sale were seldom exposed to actual attack, 
the Lucknow garrison, of inferior strength, have, in 
addition to a series of fierce assaults, gallantly and 
successfully repulsed, been for the last three months 
exposed to a nearly incessant fire from strong and 
commanding positions held by an enemy of over- 
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whelming force, possessing powerful artillery, having 
at their command the whole resources of what was 
but recently a kingdom, and animated by an insane 
and bloodthirsty fanaticism. 

It is a source of heartfelt satisfaction to the Major-Gen. 
to be able, to a certain extent, to confer on the native 
portion of the garrison an instalment of those rewards 
which their gallant and grateful commander has 
sought for them, and which he is very certain the 
Governor-General will bestow in full, and though the 
Major-Gen;, as regards the European portion of the 
garrison, cannot do more than give his most earnest 
and hearty support to the recommendations of the 
Brigadier, he feels assured that the Governor-General 
of India will fully and publicly manifest his appre- 
ciation of their distinguished services, and that our 
Beloved Sovereign will herself deign to convey to them 
some gracious expression of Her Royal approbation 
of their conduct. 

Brigadier Inglis has borne generous testimony to the 
bravery, vigilance, devotedness, and good conduct of 
all ranks ; and to all ranks, as the local representative 
of the Indian Government, the Major-Gen. tenders his 
warmest acknowledgments. He would feign offer his 
special congratulations and thanks to the European and 
Eurasian portions of the garrison whom Brigadier Inglis 
has particularly noticed, but by doing so he would 
forestall the Governor-General in the exercise of what 
the Major-Gen. is assured will be one of the most 
pleasing acts of his official life.

2 , With reference to D. Orders No. 1 of the 2nd inst., ap- 
pointing a Sanitary Commissioner to the Force, the 
Major-General deems it necessary to explain that the 
functions of that officer are directive and controlling, 
not executive. If is duties consist in tendering such 
suggestions respecting the sanitary condition of the 
troops he may see fit, in calling attention to nuisances 
and the removable causes of them, and of giving the 
benefit of his advice and experience when referred to 
on sanitary questions by the generals, brigadiers, regi- 
mental commanders, commissariat, and staff of the 
force. 

The officers commanding regiments, posts, and detach- 
ments, and the senior military residents of houses 
not constituting posts, arc personally and exclusively 
responsible that the most perfect cleanliness be observed 
in the limits of their respective commands; with a 
view to this object, they will appoint one or more of 
those serving under them or residing on their premises 
to superintend the executive conservancy of their 
respective jurisdictions, and they will direct them to 
give full and immediate effect to any order or hints 
they may receive from the Sanitary Commissioner of 
the Force on the occasion of his visits. The latter 
officer will, either personally or by letter, point out the 
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existence he may observe, and should this be not 
removed within reasonable time he will report the 
circumstance officially to the Brigadier and also to the 
Assistant Quartermaster-General for the information of 
the General Commanding. 

In consideration of the exigencies of the Forces and of 
the rations they receive, all private sweepers must 
be considered available for public duties whenever their 
services may be required ; when so employed they will 
receive eight annas each for every hour they may be 
occupied, but the removal and disposal of the filth of 
their own posts will not be considered a public duty. 
Officers commanding regiments, posts, and detach- 
ments, the senior officer of any house not considered a 
post, will forward to the Sanitary Commissioner with 
the least practicable delay a return of all public and 
private sweepers residing within their respective 
jurisdictions. 

The services of Mr. Vaughn, late Head Clerk in the 
office of Inspector of Prisons, are placed at the disposal 
of the Sanitary Commissioner.

1. The Brigadier-Gen. commanding the field force and the 

Brigadiers commanding the garrison will be pleased to 
issue the strictest orders to all corps, detachments, 
and outposts to be particularly careful not to waste 
their ammunition by firing at walls of houses, and not 
to fire until the man they aim at is fairly in view and 
within shot. 

2. Medical officers in charge of regiments will in future 

draw rations for the sick and wounded men of their 
respective corps agreeably to a scale which will be 
furnished them by the Superintending Surgeon. The 
rations of the sick and wounded men will consequently 
cease to be drawn by quartermasters of regiments from 
date of admission into hospital. 
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3. The hospital authorities will take steps, in conjunction 

with the Commissariat Officer, to convert the heads 
and feet of the slaughtered cattle into soup for the use 
of the patients in hospital ; compensation will be 
allowed to butchers in lieu of their perquisites. 

4. The Commissariat Officer is authorized to disburse 

double pay to drivers, doolie-bearers, and others that 
arc employed by him in grinding wheat for the troops ; 
this will not interfere with the rates paid to the former 
grinding establishment. 

5. Officers commanding corps, companies of artillery, and 

detachments arc required to send in daily before 2 P.M. 
indents signed by themselves for the quantity of meat 
which will be required for the ensuing day, and for the- 
correctness of which they arc held responsible. 

The indents for the other rations must also be signed by 
the Commanding Officer, and which on presentation 
will be complied with. 

6. Medical officers are warned that the stock of rum and 

malt liquor in hand is so small that unless they exercise 
the greateat care in indenting for the same, there will 
be none left soon. All liquor and hospital indents 
require the counter signature of the Superintending 
Surgeon.

Brigadier-Gen. Havelock must reiterate his often repeated 
caution to the troops tinder his command to be careful 
of the expenditure of their ammunition. Nothing can 
be more absurd than for the most experienced marks- 
man to suppose, as some men seem to do, that he can 
effect anything by answering a shot aimed at him 
through a loophole— the chances arc a thousand to one 
against him ; neither should any soldier fire merely 
with a view of keeping up a responsive counter-fire to 
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the rattle of the enemy’s musketry ; a well-trained 
soldier will never expend a cartridge, but when he sees 
the body of an adversary presenting a fair mark to him 
within proper range, then and then only let him fire 
calmly and deliberately. 

There are the strongest reasons for husbanding the 
ammunition of this force.

SIR — The death of Capt. Beecher, 40th N.I., renders 
Mr.;Hiliere the sole surviving officer of a party who, 
on the 26th September, were shut up and besieged in 
a house in the city by the rebel Sepoys ; the escape 
of any of us was mainly owing to the excellent conduct 
of 3 men of the number shut up, and their names I 
have the honour to forward for the information of the 
Major-Gen. commanding. 

Private Holliwell, 78th Highlanders, throughout the day 
behaved in the most admirable manner ; he directed, and 
encouraged, and led the others, exposing himself fear- 
lessly, and by his talent in persuading and cheering, 
availed upon nine dispirited men to make a successful 
defence in a burning house with the enemy firing 
through four windows. 

Private McManus kept outside the house till himself, 
wounded and under cover of a pillow, kept firing on 
the Sepoys and preventing their rushing on the house ; 
he also, in conjunction with Private Ryan, rushed into 
the street and took Capt. Arnold of the Fusiliers 
out of a dooly and brought him into the house in spite 
of the heavy fire, in which Capt. Arnold was again 
wounded. 

Private Ryan, in addition to the above act, distinguished 
himself throughout the day by intrepidity and especi- 
ally devoted himself to rescuing the wounded men, or 
from being massacred ; he was most anxious to visit 
every dooly, but unfortunately our numbers became 
so reduced that this was impossible. 

It was my lot during the Crimean war to see several most 

c 
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gallant actions performed by individual men, who on 
this account were lauded all over England, and some 
rewarded by a decoration given by Hr Ms hand. 
I am sure, however, that no one man amongst them 
displayed more heroism than did the three men whose 
merits fell under my observation, I have very faintly 
described. At one time of the day it was suggested 
that all the unhurt men should make a rush for their 
lives and endeavour to get away ; these three men 
absolutely refused to leave their wounded officers and 
comrades. In conclusion I beg leave to observe that 
had any officer now been alive of the force shut up 
with me that day, I should not have set out of my path 
as a surgeon to have written this letter. Capt. Beecher, 
before his death, very earnestly entreated me to do 
what he was then quite unfit to do.

1 See F.F. Orders, No. 1, 17th October, 1857. 
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His Battery, supported by a small party of the 5th 
Fusiliers, formed the advance of the troops which ort 
the 25th September, 1857, assailed the “Char Bagh,” 
near Lucknow. The enemy had flanked the road 
under cover of high grass, and poured a murderous 
fire into the column from a double-storied house full . 
of musketeers, from the loopedholed walls of surround- 
ing gardens, and from two guns that took the road 
in flank and a third that enfiladed it. Capt. Maude 
steadily and cheerily pushed on with his men and bore 
down the desperate opposition of the enemy, though 
with a loss of a third of his Artillery-men. 

Sir James Outram adds that this attack appeared to him 
to indicate no reckless or foolhardy daring, but the 
calm heroism of a true soldier who fully appreciates 
the difficulties and dangers of the task he has under- 
taken, and that, but for Captain Maude’s nerve and 
coolness on this trying occasion, the army could not 
have advanced. 

3. The Brigadier-General has likewise, on Sir James’s 
recommendation, awarded this decoration to Lieut. 
Havelock, 10th Foot, D.A.A.-Gen. with this Force. 
The Major-Gen. remarks that throughout the tremen- 
dous fire of muskets and guns which the enemy directed 
across the “ Char Bagh” Bridge, Lieut. Havelock with 
the Madras Fusiliers stormed the bridge, took the guns, 
and cleared the street sufficiently far to allow of the 
troops in rear closing up. 

He adds that he cannot conceive a more daring act than 
thus facing the bridge, and that the officers who led the 
Fusiliers on this occasion appeared to him richly to 
merit promotion ; but that, hazardous as their position 
was, being on foot, they were not so readily distinguished 
from the men, and that their risk was comparatively 
less than that of Lieut. Havelock, the only officer on 
horseback, who cheered the men on at their head and 
became the target for the enemy’s musketry. 
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On this spontaneous statement of the Major-Gen., the 
Brigadier-Gen. consents to award the Cross to this 
officer, which act, if originating with himself, might, 
from the near relation Lieut. Havelock bears to him, 
assumed the appearance of undue partiality. 

4. Sergt. Mahoney, 1st Madras Fusiliers, doing duty with 

the Volunteer Cavalry, for distinguished gallantry in 
aiding in the capture of the Regimental Color of the 
mutinous 4th Rcgt. N.I. at Mungulwarra on the 21st 
September, 1857.

enter a redoubt at “ Boorkya-kc-Choukce,” near Bussc- 
rut Gunge, on the 12th August, 1857, which was 
gallantly captured by the regiment.

guished conduct at Oonao on the 29th July, 1857; at 
Baithoor on the 16th August, and at Lucknow on the 
25th September, 1857.

Company 1st Madras Fusiliers, for his cool intrepidity 
and daring skill whereby a 24-poundcr gun was saved 
from falling into the hands of the enemy as recorded 
in the following extract of a report from Capt. Olphcrt, 
commanding Artillery Brigade, to Col. Napier, Military 
Secretary : — 

Lucknow, 10 th Oct 1S57. 

“At my suggestion one gun was brought from under a 
close sharp fire of the enemy's musketry within our 
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line of defence by means of attaching a long rope or 
ropes to the trail, the other end of which being looped 
on to a limber inside the entrance to the Mitre Muhal, 
the bullocks and drivers could draw on in comparative 
security, yet so watchful were our opponents that it 
was near the limber they distinguished Capt. Crump 
of the Madras Artillery, who fell a victim to his in- 
domitable zeal for the service in the face of all danger, 
while Private Duffy more nearly and constantly exposed 
himself in performing his hazardous task of attaching 
the rope to the trail of the gun in a manner that 
excited the admiration of all who witnessed his pro- 
ceedings ; nor was the soldier’s self-possession in the 
least disturbed by one of the many bullets which 
whizzed around him inflicting a wound in his face. 

4. Major-Gen. Sir J. Outram, G.C.B., has to inform the 

troops that prior to the commencement of the siege a 
very considerable quantity of jewellery belonging to 
the King of Oudh was removed from his palace and 
brought into the entrenchment to be under British 
protection. There was no time to provide for the safe 
custody of these jewels, and consequently enormous 
quantities have been stolen and have been sold or 
otherwise disposed of to the members of the garrison 
who have taken them under the impression that they 
were lawful plunder. The Major-Gen. therefore directs 
that the present possessors of such jewels deliver them 
up to the constituted Prize Agents ; any individuals 
with whom any jewels may be found after the promul- 
gation of this Order will be dealt with with the utmost 
severity of military law. 

Brigadier Inglis is therefore requested to call upon each 
officer commanding a post to summons his garrison 
and send out this Order for their information.

Brigadier-Gen. Neil, during his short but active career in 
Bengal, had won the respect and confidence of the 
Government of India. He made himself conspicuous 
as an intelligent, prompt, and self-reliant soldier, ready 
of resource and stout of heart, and the Governor- 
General in Council offers to the Government and to 
the Army of Madras his sincere condolence upon the 
loss of one who was an honour to their Presidency.
